But before we proceed to particulars, obſerve this 
by the way , That as for 21;ldway, he was raiſed and

withal alluding to Mr. Pym, that grand enemy againſt 


Monarchy ,' took unjufter courſes againſt his Royal. 


Maſter 3 for he not onely adviſed with himſelf tode- 
ſtroy his Majeſty and to deceive him gaining Riches to 
himſelf, as bis falſe Steward that Chriſt ſpeal-s of; had 
had ſhewed him the way before; butas After-ages 
grew more ſubtle, ſo they became more wicked then 
the former times 3 even ſo this urjuſt and unthankful 
Servant became more wicked then before; for ſuch 
hatred and malice did he Jay- up againſt his Lord and 
Mafter the King, that he ſealed it 10 the depth of his 
heart, wherein the ſame boiled hke New Wine that 
wanted ycat;- fo thatit was like Mcat and Drink to 
an huvgry Stomeck, or thirſty Soul, for him to find any

On Munday being the 27 of Sa ( and 
the day, that out lareGracious Lord and Sove- 
reign King Charles, received that moſt horrid 
excrable, and deteftable Sentence, ) the afore- 
faid William Lord Mount on, Sir Henry Mild- 
may Robert Wallop Eſquire,were drawn from 
the Towcr of London,on threedeveral ſledges, 
with Ropes about their Necks, to/Tyburn, be- 

ing Bu abrclbd by che Sheriffs Officers, &c. The 
Was the Card Mounfon; who lay along in 

the ſledge, and fremed. very -much: dejected, 
having 1 a the Picture of Dearh in his face ; 
T he ſecond was Sir Henry Mildmay, who ay 
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25 it were crooked on the ledge, in a long 
Gown ; And the third was Mr. Wallop, who 
likewiſe Jay in the ſame poſture. Bue when they 
came to Tyburn,' afrer ſome Diſcourſe bes 
ewixt the Worſhipſul Sheriffs, and the Priſo- 
ners, in order to. the Effect and Cauſes of 
their being brought to that Place, with lo great 
and deſerved Reproach and Ignominy: To 
which the Lord Mounſon declared, That what 
he had done, he was ſorry from his very Soul, 
and had he ten thouſand lives he would tacri- 
fice them all for the King. The like regret of 
Spirit were uponthe other two, who when 
they came near to the Gallows, ſhaked their 
heads, and ſaid, It was but juſt, their fins had 
deſerved it. And all three Sledges being drawn 
under the Gallows, they were afterwards guar- - 
ded back tothe Tower, 
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
